Several draft answers pre- 
sented to the cabinet during 
its session last Sunday were 
believed to differ from the ha- 
rd fine adopted by Mr. Begin, 
who insists that the West 
Bank and Gaza must remain 
indefinitely under Israeli con- 
trol.

Moscow issues sharp 
counter-attack to 
Carter administration 


MOSCOW, June 17 (R). — 
The Soviet Union, in a sharp 
new attack on President Jim- 
my Carter, today issued a war- 
ning that Washington’s policies 
posed a threat to world peace. 

An authoritative, 5,000-word 

commentary published in Pra- 
vda and other Soviet news- 
papers mid Mr. Carter’s recent 
speeches, and action taken by 
the showed that cold war- 
riors in his administration we- 
re paining the upper hhand 

‘The present course of the 
United States is fraught with 
serious dangers ... for the Un- 
ited States, aud for all coun- 
tries interested in peace," it

Mr. Carter's human rights, 
campaign was described ah 
"particularly disastrous for 
mntnflf confidence," while his 
complaints about Soviet policy 
in Africa were tossed back in 
his face.

Mr. Begin has repeatedly 
claimed Israel’s security wo- 
uld be jeopardised if the West 
Bank returned to Arab sove- 
reignty. 

U.S. Ambassador-at-Large 
Alfred Atherton has said his 
government’s questions posed 
agonisingly difficult choices 
for IsraeL 

The strongest opposition to 
Mr. Begin ’s Ideas is certain to 
come from the four ministers 
of the moderate Democratic 
Movement for Change (DMC) 
who share the views of Defe- 
nce Minister Ezer Weteman. 

DMC leader and Deputy Pr- 
emier Yigael Yadin said yes- 
terday his party would prese- 
nt a draft similar to that of 
Mr. Wefzman if the latter wi- 
thdrew his. 

But political observers said 
the DMC would try to avoid 
a split to the cabinet that co- 
uld lead opinion polls predi- 
cted that the two-year-old pa- 
rty, which gained 15 seats in 
the 120-member pa rliament hi 
the May 1977 r elections, wo- 
uld virtually disappear in a 
fresh election. 

Most observers believe that 
the compromise necessary to 
avoid a cabinet split would 
have to come from the mode- 
rate ministers Mr. Begin was 
unlikely to abandon his con- 
viction that the West Bank 
must be re t a in ed by Israel. 


Rightists split on returning 
south Lebanese areas to U.N. 

BEIRUT, June 17 (R). — Rightwing forces In Lebanon were deeply split today on whether to hand 
vacated Israeli positions near the border over to United Nations peace-keeping troops. Western 
military sources said. They said the situation was confused and it appeared that the commander 
of the rightist forces. Major Sa’d Haddad, had confined most of his men to barracks.

Israeli cabinet meets again on 
answers to American questions 


The sources said it was not 
possible to Indicate precisely 
where the rightists were deplo- 
yed in the border area close to 
Israel. 

Maj. Haddad was detained 
by dissident gunmen yesterday 
but later freed by militias al- 
lied to his force of rightist Le- 
banese army soldiers, the sour- 
ces said. 

The gunmen detained Mai- 
Haddad after he agreed to co- 
operate with U.N. troops trying 
to enter the area. The militias 
set up roadblocks In the area 
on Thursday and t hreatened to 
shoot any UNIFIL forces who 
crossed their lines. 

The row developed after wi- 
thdrawing Israeli troops handed 
over their positions along the 
border to mainly-Christian Irre- 
gular forces instead of to UNI- 
FIL. 

One source said “the Irregu- 
lar forces have expressed con- 
cern that they may be disarm- 
ed when the UN. and ultimate- 
ly the regular Lebanese army 
enter the area.” 

Lebanese Foreign Minister 
Fuad Butros today reiterated 
the government’s stand that. 
U.N. forces be deployed in the 
“whole zone of operations wi- 
thout exception up to the sou- 
thern international border. ** 

He said military personnel in 
the south had been instructed 
to confine themselves to bar- 
rac ks o n the deployment of 
UNIFIL in the region since se- 


curity duties were restricted to 
the UJ4. troops only. 

“However, in future when the 
Lebanese army enters the south 
it will assume security duties 
jointly with U.N. forces and 
help in restoring the authority 
to the Lebanese government," 
Dr. Butros added. 

Reuter correspondent Nazih 
Mustafa, reporting from the 
south, said tension prevailed to- 
day in the region controlled by 
rightist militias. 

Two U.N. military trucks we- 
re turned bade by militia for- 
ces at the Saff A1 Hawa check- 
point, at the entrance of Bint 
Jbeil. A rightist tank stood alo- 
ngside the checkpoint. 

Rightist gunmen could be 
seen in strength in the area the 
correspondent added. 

Moreover, for the first time 
today Lebanese regular troops 
were absent from the string of 
checkpoints in the region. 

The insignia of one of the 
rightist parties, the Phalengists, 
was hoisted at the Saff A1 Ha- 
wa checkpoint, and journalists 
were barred from crossing iL 

In Damascus, Syria saut to- 
day it considered Maj. Haddad 
to be an outlaw. 

A Foreign Ministry source 
said Maj. Haddad had cooper- 
ated with Israel and could not 
be dealt with except on that 
basis.

Most OPEC states 
favour changing 
oil pricing system 


GENEVA, June 17 (R). — 
Twelve of OPEC’s 13 member 
nations favour chang in g the 
system of calculating world oil 
prices in a way which could 
lead to prices being raised, au- 
thoritative OPEC sources told 
Reuters today. 

As ministers from the Orga- 
nisation of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries gathered for a 
dosed session only Saudi Ara- 
bia, OPEC 's largest producer, 
was actively resisting any ch- 
ange in the present pricing sys- 
tem based solely cm the U.S. 
dollar. 

Ministers have been meeting 
privately in small groups out- 
side the main conference ses- 
sion, but were still unsure whe- 
ther Iran and Saudi Arabia co- 
uld be persuaded to go along 
with the majority when the 
ministers meet a gain in full 
session later today and tomor- 
row. 

Iran, which supports Saudi 
Arabia's stand on fr e ez ing the 
basic OPEC price at $12.70 a 
barrel until the end of this ye- 
ar .would like to see the price 
linked, in future, to the dol- 
lar’s value in terms of other 
world currencies. This would 
mean oil prices being raised if 
the dollar weakened on world 
money markets. 

Iran’s minister at the con- 
ference told Reuters his coun- 
try would support a change in 
the pricing system, if all other 
countries agreed, even if this 
meant an "adjustment” In the 
dollar price of oil. 

Some ministers suggested th- 
at even if agreement was readi- 
ed here, OPEC would delay 
implementing a new system un- 
til the beginning of 1979. 

The OPEC countries take in 
more than $100 billion a year 
in oil revenues. They spend 
perhaps $70 billion of that, on- 
ly half of it in the United St- 
ates. 

. The rest must be converted 
into stronger currencies to im- 


port consumer and investment 
goods from other industrial co- 
untries. 

In buying goods from Japan, 
for example, OPEC members 
find that they must pay $2,350 
today to purchase the same 
goods that cost them only 
$1000 a year ago. 

Mana Said Ai Otaiba, the 
UAE minister, told reporters 
here that the purchasing power 
of the basic $12.70 price had 
shrunk to seven dollars.

KINSHASA, June 17 (R). — 
Zaire has appealed privately 
for fresh Western military 
aid following reports that up 
to 1,000 anti-government re- 
bels were massing on the 
Angolan border with troubl- 
ed Shaba Province, diplom- 
atic sources said today. 

Zaire intelligence reports 
relayed to Western govern- 
ments said the rebels, who 
last month occupied Shaba’s 
most important copper-min- 
ing town of Kolwezi, were 
again assembling near the 
border settlement of Luashi. 
the sources said. Luashi, 
shown on official maps as a' 
small manganese mining set- 
tlement, is south-west of 
Kolwezi and lies on the ap- 
proaches to Kasaji --the 
strategic crossroads town 
that controls road commu- 
nications in western Shaba. 

There was no immediate 
official confirmation of the 
reported rebel moves, which 
came just a month after the 

anti-government forces wi- 
thdrew into Angola from 
Kolwezi as French Foreign 
Legionnaires parachuted tor 
to the town to retake iL The 
diplomatic sources said Zai- 
re’s army had told Western 
governments privately that 
it needed a wide range of 
equipment.

Haddad’s control over the im- 
mediate border line with Israel 
was a “masked continuation of 
Israeli occupation." 


Syrian premier says 
Arabs need defence , 
economic cooperation 


BEIRUT, June 17 (AP). — Sy- 
ria's new Prime Minister Mo- 
hammad Ali Halaby says Arab 
solidarity can be restored by 
forging new long-term defence 
and economic joint policies to 
confront Israel. 

“Ihere should be a pan-Arab 
economic complimentary sys- 
tem." Mr. Halaby said in his 
first press interview since he 
took office last March. "This is 
the cornerstone of any solidar- 
ity or Arab union." 

Halaby’s interview was publi- 
shed by the Paris-based Arabic 
language magazine Al Mustak- 
baL 

“Arab states should also map 
out unified defence policies to 
cope with the continuous Isra- 
eli aggression." Halaby added. 

"President Sadat’s initiative 
doubtless has shattered the 
Arab front,” said Halaby. 

Halaby said Syria was bent 


on helping regular Lebanese 
army units to enter south Le- 
banon after Israel’s withdrawal. 

The Syrian media has been 
calling the local Christian com- 
mander Maj. S’ad Haddad, to 
who Israel handed sensitive bo- 
rder positions, a "traitor ... who 
should be dispensed with soon.” 

Haddad is firmly opposed to 
Palestinian guerrillas and < *' w ' tTW 
any regrouped regular units 
from the Lebanese army to re- 
place him would be Syrian-in- 
fluenced. 

The Syrians provide the bulk 
of the 30,000-man army from 
the Arab League that policies a 
19-month-old civil war armisti- 
ce in 80 per cent of Lebanon. 

Halaby said his government 
would step up efforts to help 
President Elias Sarkis’ regime 
re-establish its authority over 
the whole of south Lebanon and 
thwart attempts to imperil Le- 
banon’s security. 


Fateh men in Kuwait 
receive death threats 


KUWAIT, June 17 (R). — 

Two Palestinian officials have 
received telephoned death th- 
reats following the murder of 
Ali Yasin, the Kuwait repre- 
sentative of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO), 
a prominent Fateh leader was 
quoted as saying here today. 

Salim Zaanoun, Gulf repre- 
sentative of .Fateh, the largest 
Palestinian commando group, 
told the daily newspaper Al 
Qabas that Kuwaiti police 
were investigating die calls, 
received yesterday as Mr. Ya- 
sin was being buried. He de- 
clined to identity the two of- 
ficials, but said they were li- 
ving In Kuwait- 

Police are still bunting the 
killers of Mr. Yasin, who was 
shot dead in front of his home 
here on Thursday. 

Fateh, to which Mr. Yasin 
belonged, has blamed Iraq 
for bis murder. But the Ira- 
qis have denied any involvem- 
ent. 


There was no immediate of- 
ficial comment on Mr. Zaan- 
oun’s statement . 

He said the two Fateh off- 
icials concerned were attend- 
ing Mr. Yasin’ s burial when 
the threats were received at 
their homes. 

An anonymous callfer told 
the wife of one of the two 
that “Ali Nasser Yasin sends 
him his best wishes,” Mr. Za- 
anoun said. 

An hour later the son of 
the second Fateh official was 
told by an unknown caller in 
English that his father “will 
be the next”, he added. 

Another daily newspaper, 
Al Anbaa, said today an an- 
onymous caller told its offices 
yesterday that a hitherto unk- 
nown organisation, called “the 
Organisation of Palestine’s So- 
ns,” killed Mr. Yasin. 

He also said “many others 
will follow him,’ 1 according to 
the paper. 


Leftists differ over 
new Italian president 


ROME, June 17 (R). — A split 
among Italy’s leftwing parties 
could herald a protracted po- 
litical crisis over a successor 
to president Giovanni Leone, 
who resigned last Thursday 
following allegations of tax. ev- 
asion and other financials irr- 
egulaties. 

Reliable political sources 
said today that tbe Socialists, 
supported by the Social Dem- 
ocrats, were pushing for a ca- 
ndidate from outside the ra- 
nks of the ruling Christian De- 
mocratic Party. Their opposi- 
tion to another Christum De- 
mocratic president would thr- 
eaten die Communists’ plans 
to join forces with toe gover- 
ning party to elect a comp- 
romise candidate when parlia- 
ment meets to choose a new 
head of state on June 29. 


Already toe Socialists are 
privately promoting their own 
candidates to oppose the most 
likely Christian Democratic 
choice -- party Secretary Be- 
nigno Zaccagnini, a moderate 
who should win Communist 
backing. 

The sources said the Soci- 
alists were promoting two fi- 
gures from their own party 
-- former Secretary General 
Francesco de Marino and ex- 
Flnance Minister Antonio Gio- 
litti, a Common Market com- 
missioner. The sources said 
the Christian Democrats and 
the Communists were keen tP 
avoid any embarrassing conf- 
rontation over Mr. Leone's su- 
ccessor and wanted to settle 
on a candidate who could uni- 
te all parties behind him. 
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OPEC should signal 
its seriousness 


The meeting of OPEC ministers in Geneva this 
weekend is surrounded by the usual public debate 
about whether or not oil prices should be raised. The 
fact that stares the oil producers in the face today is 
that the world is in the midst of a short-term surplus of 
oil, particularly due to new production in Alaska and 
the North Sea, and a drop in the high rate of increase 
of oil consumption in the industrialised countries. It 
would be wrong for the OPEC states to continually 
adjust their oil pricing standards to short-term and 
normal market fluctuations. Rather, it would be more 
productive for the oil producers— and all commodity 
producers, for tbar matter— to work out contingency 
production programming systems that can be put into 
effect at times of surplus such as these, meaning that 
the producers will have to live with a situation of 
regular adjustments of production to keep a more or 
less steady level of income. When the oil glut works 
itself out, as it will in the coming year or two, pro- 
duction and prices can then be increased according to - 
the normal dictates of- the market economy:s supply 
and demand forces. 

But the OPEC ministers would be wise to seriously 
look into the matter of how oil is priced. The oil 
producers have lost about 15 percent of the value of 
their revenues since the last oil price adjustment 18 
months ago, mainly because oil prices are calculated 
in dollars, and the dollar’s value has continued to 
drop, while inflation throughout the industrialised 
countries has also eaten away some of the value of the 
oil producers’ revenues 

It would make sense then to calculate oil prices 
according to a formula that takes into account the 
international trading patterns of the oil producers, 
thereby helping to minimise the drop in the value of 
revenues because of the dollar’s drop and inflation. 
Payment would still be made largely in dollars simply 
because this is the only international currency that is 
available in large enough quantities for such regular 
transactions, but the amount of payment would be 
determined by calculations that are less vulnerable to - 
the changing value of the dollar itself. This is an old 
suggestion but a worthy one, and implementing it 
would be a good signal from the oil producers that 
they are serious about maintaining the value of their 
revenues.

The Conference of Governors 
of Arab Central Banks is the 
first ever to be held and stems 
from a resolution passed by the 
Arab Economic Council in De- 
cember 1976, which also sug- 
gested Amman to be the venue 
of the conference. 

The three-day meeting is 
scheduled to discuss recomme- 
ndations prepared by the Arab 
centra] banks experts commit- 
tee and the General Secretariat 
of the Arab Economic Unity 
Council. These include ways 
and means of strengthening 
Arab firms and institutions spe- 
cialised in preparing feasibility 
studies, the identification, of in- 
vestment-opportunities in' ’the 
Arab World and thp. estab Ijshm- 
ent of a union of 'Arab 'stock 
exchanges. Another recommen- 
dation which will be studied co- 
vers the liberalisation of con- 
trols on capital movement bet- 
ween Arab countries. Also re- 
commended is the establish- 
ment of joint-venture Arab co- 
mmercial banks. 

The conference will be open- 
ed at the Amman Chamber of 
Industry building by His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan. The 
opening session will also be at- 
tended by the Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran, representatives 


of local commercial banks, 
Arab embassies in Amman and 
major institutions. Members of 
the cabinet and their deputies 
have also been invited. 

Jordan's delegation, headed 
by Central Bank Governor Dr. 
Mohammad Sa'id Nabulsi, and 
including the head of the Cen- 
tral Bank's research department 
Dr. Adnan A1 Hindi, will pre- 
sent a working paper to the 
conference reviewing measures 
taken by Jordan which facili- 
tate the objectives of the con- 
ference; such as the establish- 
ment of the Amman Financial 
Market, liberalisation of foreign 
exchange controls and the ex- 
pansion of the commercial ba- 
nking system through licencing 
joint-venture commercial and 
investment banks. 

The establishment of an Arab 
common financial market is a 
very long range and ambitious 
project which requires a great 
deal of preparatory legislation 
wifiiin the Arab states. For a 
unified market for Arab capital 
funds, stocks, bonds, foreign 
exchange and finance for inter- 
national trade to be developed, 
agreement is necessary on so- 
me basic monetary policies and 
measures. 

Amongst these is a common 
unit of account to be used in 
balancing the books among 
Arab nations much the way the 
International Monetary Fund’s 


Jordan's team to Arab 
housing conference leaves 
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Special Drawing Rights (SDR’s) 
are used to balance books am- 
ong major industrialised na- 
tions. For this reason the confe- 
rees in Amman next week will 
spend some time discu s sing the 
Arab Unit of Account or “Arab 
dinar” project. 

Because an Arab dinar could 
cause confusion with actual ta- 
ngible currencies, opinions are 
mixed as to what such a unit 
of account should actually be 
called. The Arab World is con- 
sidered not ready yet fbr an 
actual unified currency. 

The greatest progress in free 
convertabflity of Arab curren- 
cies in recent years has taken 
place in the Gulf where the 
Bahraini dinar, the Qatari riyal 
and the UAE dirham are legal 
tender in all three states and 
no charge is made for exchange 
m banks up to a value of 100, 
Bahraini- dinars- • Li.l 

Given the varying exchange 
rates applicable to other Arab 
currencies, it is difficult to en- 
visage such free conve r t a bglty 
being easily achieved in other 
Arab states. For this reason 
some monetary theorists in the 
Arab World have advocated fbr 
some years the establishment 
of a common Arab currency. 

The fiscal problems of con- 
trolling the movement of this 
currency and ensuring its ba- 
cking by adequate reserves are 
however so monumental that 
such a development to highly 
improbable in the even dis tant 
future and is almost fciextrica- 
Wy mixed up with Arab aspir- 
ations for economic and even 
political unity.

There was no hmuediarn official 
confirmation today that Jordan has 
“rejected” UNRWA’s decision. The 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the 
Prime minister’s Office were unaware 
of any such dedaoa on the part of the 
government. 

While UNRWA’s “back-up” staff 
will stay in Vienna, Mr Tanner said, 
many of its “operatiooaT officers wiD 
in future be based in Amman. He said 
that it was not posable ft this stage to 
give details of which department 
would be based where. Some depart- 
ments, he suggested, wiD be split. 

The commissioner general will have 
au office in Amman as well as one in 
Vienna, Mr Tanner added. 

Mr. Tanner denied press reports 
that the reorganisation meant the 
agency was considering a reduction in 
its services to the refugees. He said 
that there was no link between these 
two things. 

It had been decided to move the 
headquarters because “overall control 
was being seriously impeded” while 
the agency was based in Lebanon. 

Held operations would not be 
reduced because of the move, Mr. 
Tanne r said. Indeed he hoped that 
they would be improved. 

Five thousand and five hundred 
UNRWA field workers operate from 
Jordan. The agency employs 16,000 
altogether, he said. 

Mr. Tanner did not, however, deny 
that reductions in services were being 
considered. The reason for this, he 
said, was the shortage of funds avail- 
able to die agency. It was not con- 
nected with the move by headquarters. ’ 

Asked if the move was likely to be a 
temporary matter, Mr. Tanner replied 
“UNRWA is a temporary organ- 
isation”. But he made it dear that the 
agcficy would not be able to afford 
frequent changes of this sort.

AMMAN, June 17. — A sub- 
committee of 50 representati- 
ves from the Amman Chib, the 
Social Welfare Department 
and University of Jordan has 
been formed to review regis- 
tration cards -for the handica- 
pped, Mr. Habib Husselnl, Di- 
rector of Public Relations for 
the Queen Alia Jordan Welfa- 
re Fund, told the Jordan Times 
this week. 

The Analysing Committee 
consisting of 13 representati- 
ves from the Amman Club, 
ten members from the Social 
Welfare Department and 27 
members from the University 
of Jordan, was scheduled to 
meet today in the Hall of the 
Union of Welfare Societies, 
to go over the cards and put 
them in categories for compu- 
ter analysis. The Analysing 
Committee will take three we- 
eks to complete its work. 

Originally it was expected 
that as many as 50,000 cards 
would be filled out but the to- 
tal number of cards so for co- 
llected amounts to only 17,000 
with another 5,000 to 6,000 
expected. 

The registration of the ha- 
ndicapped took place from Ap- 
ril 15 to May 20. 

Some of tile reasons for 
the small turnout in registrati- 
on came out at a meeting on 
May 27 of those involved in 
the registration process presid- 
ed over by Her Highness Prin- 
cess Basma. Technical assista- 
nts were- given, the opportuni- 
ty to comment on the registr- 
ation and the response encou- 
ntered in the field. 

-Some mentioned that in a 
number of cases the relatives 
of handicapped people refra- 
ined from registering as they 
questioned the motive behind 
tiie information gathering and 
were afraid the state might 
later compel them to give up 
their handicapped member to 
a hospital. 

Another observation was 
that some, according to tradi- 


tion, thought it shameful to 
expose the situation and the- 
refore didn't respond. 

Some felt there should ha- 
ve been more time, covering 
the entire school vacation. 

Yet despite the smaller re- 
sponse than anticipated the 
operation has been successful 
“Mr. Hussein! said “because 
it has produced tangible resu- 
lts." The information from 
the cards will be used as a ba- 
sis in planning projects for 
new institutions and services 
for the handicapped. 

One of the main concerns 
of the Queen Alia Fund at the 
moment. Mr. Hussoini pointed 
out, is to raise the funds for 
the construction of the nece- 
ssary institutions. The funds 
will have to come from ab- 
road, he noted, and it is hop- 
ed that the Gulf and the U.S. 
will respond to the need. 

Other sources of potential 
support are Iran, France and 
Austria which have shown an 
active willingness in helping 
Jordan's social services. 

First class companies in Jo- 
rdan have designated a perce- 
ntage of their income for the 
Queen Alia fund and around 
300 individual donars, includ- 
ing previous and present mi- 
nisters, bank directors and 
other individuals involved in 
financial fields, have pledged 
support 

“We mainly hope to gather 
sums sufficient for the first 
phase of the plan which is to 
answer the problem of the ha- 
ndicapped," Mr, Husseini said. 
"If we can provide even one 
new institution it will justify 
the registration campaign." 

The hope is that once peo- 
ple see concrete results they 
will be more responsive, ma- 
king the overall effort more 
precise and effective.

WEST GERMAN AID FOR AQABA 


ELECTRICITY PROJECT NEGOTIATED 


AMMAN, June 17 (JT). — The Jordan Times learned today 
that negotiations are currently underway between the Jordan 
Electricity Authority and Flchtner a West German consultative 
firm, for the provision of flnanriwi aid to the authority for the 
extension of the Aqaba electricity project The assistance is to 
come from a West German development bank, (KFW) Kreditan- 
stalt fur Wiederaufbau which has already contributed to stages 
one and two of the power station at Aqaba. 

The project, which is expected to have a total cost of JD 7 
million, provides for the installation of three more diesel-gene- 
rating units at the main power station in the city each with a 
capacity of five megawatts. The project also provides for streng- 
thening the distribution network and increasing electric power 
for Aqaba as well as the southern coastal areas to meet indus- 
trial needs and the expansion of the port. The Saudi Develop- 
ment Fund Is participating in the project with JD 2L5 million, 
KFW with JD 1 million and the Jordanian government covers 
the rest of the cost

World Football Cup 

Weekend games mark 
road to Cup final 

BUENOS AIRES, June 17 (R) The long gruelling climb to the summit 

of soccer reaches a crucial stage this weekend when all eyes will he focus- 
sed on two matches which could go a long way to deciding the t e a ms to meet 
in the World Cup final on June 25. At Rosario, a river port 200 pules (320 
km.) north of Buenos Aires, South American giants Brazil and Argentina col- 
lide head-on, and at the Central Argentine town of Cordoba, European maes- 
troes West Germany and Holland, champions and runners-up in 1974, meet 
in a similarly riveting match. 


Defeat will almost certainly 
end the hopes of any of the 
adversaries, but drawn results 
will prolong the agony until the 
final second round matches next 
Wednesday. 

In other action tomorrow, 
Italy hope to follow In Holla- 
nd’s footsteps by crushing Aus- 
tria at the River Plate Stadium 
in' Buenos Aires while Poland 
seek to keep their flickering 
hopes alight by beating Peru 
at Mendoza. 

In the 45,000-capacity Rosar- 
io Central Stadium, where fans 
are within touching distance 
of the players, an ear-splitting 
crescendo of noise will burst 
upon the 22 players carrying 
their country's hopes of glory. 

But one player who will love 
every minute of it is new Arg- 
entine superstar Ttario Kent- 
pes, elevated to the level of 
national hero after his two bri- 
lliant goals destroyed Poland 
on Wednesday. 

Mr. Kempes, who once play- 
ed for Rosario Central before 
being lured by Valencia of 
Spain, told reporters: "When I 
run' onto the field and get that 
sort of reception I feel a tingle 
all over.” 

It is Mr. Kempes, his long 
black hair flowing behind him 
as he charges into battle, who 
Is the man Brazil fear most 
Shorn of their star quality by 
the loss of so many players, 
Brazil know that Kempes is the 
sort of forward who can des- 
troy even the best organised 
defence. 


But it now looks almost 
certain that he will once again 
be without the support of stri- 
king coUegue Leopoldo Luque, 
still recovering from a dislocat- 
ed elbow. 

Brazil will also be missing 
one of their forwards. Roberto, 
who damaged a knee in the ga- 
me against Peru and will be re- 
placed by Rienaldo, disappoint- 
ing in earlier matches. 

Argentine manager Cesar Me- 
notti says bis team will attack 
from Uie outset while Brazilian 
manager Claudio Goutiho pre- 
dicted a “very technical game 
and very hard test for Brazfl.” 

The outcome of the match 
will almost certainly decide 
which of the two South Ame- 
rican sides will reach the final 
from Group B, although a draw 
would leave the issue open un- 
til Wednesday. 

While lacking the frenetic 
atmosphere of the Rosario bat- 
tle, tbe match between Holland 
and West Germany should be 
an equally intriguing contest 
and toe competing forces will 
be toe same - - a dangerous at- 
tack against a resolute defence. 

West Germany are the only 
team stQl to concede a goal 
while Holland burst into life 
with their runway 5-1 win over 
Austria. 

The echoes of the 1974 final, 
when West Germany won 2-1, 
are everywhere, but tbe Dutch 
feel that the present German 
team is nowhere near as strong 
as that which won the Jitle. 

Holland keep the same team

ngsters Jan Poortvliet Piet Wi- 
lds chut and Ernie Brandsts co- 
ntinue in place of the injur- 
ed Johan Neeskens, WIm Suur- 
bier and Wim Rijsbergea. 

West Germany, desperately 

lucky to avoid defeat against 
the Italians, will be without 
Heinz Flohe, their midfield star 
who pulled a hamstering again- 
st Italy. 

Holland's defence showed its 
shortcomings in the 3-2 first 
round defeat by Scotland and 
this could give the disappoint- 
ing German forwards the chan- 
ce to recapture the scoring ha- 
bit. 

Criticised for his cautious 
tactics in the game against It- 
aly, West German manager 
Helmut Schoen knows he can- 
not rely on another draw to 
reach the final - 

“We must win both our re- 
maining games against Holland 
and Austria," Mr. Schoen said. 
“That is toe only way we'll get 
through, to the final We can't 
rely on other terms dropping 
points and helping us.” 

Italy, still the most impres- 
sive all-round team in toe tour- 
nament, will be aiming for a 
big score against Austria to 
keep up with the five-goal 
Dutchmen. 

Manager Enzo Beaizot says 
his team will not make the ' 
mistake of holding off for the 
first 30 minutes as it did aga- 
inst West Germany and it will 
attack from toe outset 

Ace strikers Roberto Bettega 
and Paolo Rossi are in the 
sort of form which could see 
toe Austrians put to the sword 
again. 

Manager Jacek Gmoch has 
not given_up hope that Poland 
will reach toe final and expects 
his team to win handsomely 
against a Peruvian team which 
relies too much on the brillian- 
ce of its forwards. 

Weak in toe air at toe back, 
Peru seem likely to succumb 
without causing the powerful 
Poles too many anxious mom- 
ents. 


U.S. launches 
last satellite 
for a global 
weather study 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Flo- 
rida, June 17 (AP). — The 

final satellite needed for a 
global weather study schedul- 
ed to start in December was 
lifted into orbit yesterday 
by a U.S. delta rocket 

It was - the fifth Geostati- 
onary Orbital E nvironm ent 
Satellite (GOES) to be laun- 
ched and will be one of nine 
satellites used for toe larg- 
est international weather stu- 
dy yet* 

The launch from Kennedy 
Space Centre was the last 
time a U.S. weather satellite 
will be put into orbit with 
an expendable rocket Future 
launchings are to use tbe 
space shuttle, which is to ma- 
ke its first liftoff here next 
year. 

The $120 million GOES 
programme involves five sat- 
ellites, one of them Japanese 
and one owned by the Euro- 
pean Space Agency. 

This one was to be station- 
ed over the equator in toe 
Pacific Ocean area to provide 
information on hurricanes, ti- 
dal waves, typhoons and oth- 
er weather information for 
The U.S. West Coast

The Men's Board-a-Match 
Team Championship at the 
recent Spring North Ameri- 
can Championships held in 
Houston was won by Steve 
Robinson-Kit Wooisey, both 
of Arlington, Va., John 
Schermer-Neil Chambers, 
both of Seattle, Wash., and 
Peter Nagy-Erie Kokish, 
both of Montreal. They 
' simply ran away from a 
star-studded field and this 
hand played a part in their 
victory. 

North-South were employ- 
ing negative doubles. There- 
fore, a double by South of 
two clubs would have been 
for takeout, so South passed 
in the hope that North would 
reopen the bidding with a 
double. South would then 
convert to penalties by pass- 


ing. When North rebid his 
diamonds. South bid what he 
expected to make. 

Against three no trump 
Wooisey led his fourth -best 
spade. Dummy's jack won 
and declarer led a diamond 
to his jack. Wooisey ducked 
smoothly! 

Declarer continued with a 
diamond towards dummy. 
When West produced a low 
diamond, declarer became 
convinced that East had 
ducked the first diamond 
holding a doubleton king. 
Therefore, he rose with dum- 
my’s ace of diamonds, fully 
expecting to drop the king. 
He was aghast when East 
discarded on this trick. 
Dummy was now dead, and 
in the fullness of time, de- 
clarer ended up down two 
tricks. 

At the other table the 
Robinson team reached six 
diamonds on the North- 
South cards. East led the 
ace of hearts and shifted 
to a spade, won by dummy's 
king. After declarer first 
cashed the ace of clubs for 
a heart discard, he finessed 
diamonds to pick up the 
trump suit. 

Declarer ran all his 
trumps, and West could not 
withstand the pressure. He 
was squeezed in the major 
suits, and he unguarded his 
jack of hearts in the hope 
that partner held the ten. So 
declarer made his slam with 
two spades, two hearts, 
seven trumps and the ace of 
dubs on a hand that failed 
in game at the other table.

“We know that Panama will 
show strict regard for ail its 
responsibilities towards you,” 
he declared. 

“1 am relying on all of you 
to help make the transition as 
smooth as possible. That is 
your duty, and the people of 
both nations expect nothing 
-less." 

Mr. Carter said he was in 
the Canal Zone not to change 
the views of opponents of the 
treaties, but to explain that the 
American people cared about 
their futures and also for the 
future of US.-Panamanian re- 
lations. 

The canal has been under to- 
tal U.S. control since it began 
operations in 1914. 


“We are trying, and we hope 
you will help us succeed, to 
bring about a successful new 
chapter in the history of the 
canal that you have managed 
and cared for...” the president 
said.

LIMA, June 17 (R). — 
Peru takes its first step to- 
wards a return to democratic 
rule after 10 years of milit- 
ary government when some 
five million people vote to- 
morrow to elect a constituent 
assembly.

ABBOTTABAD, Pakistan, Ju- 
ne 17 <R). — China. draws cl- 
oser to the West with the open 
ing tomorrow of the Karakor- 
am Highway, a masterpiece of 
modem road engmening. 

The 500-mile (800 km.) all- 
weather road stretches from 
the border of China’s Sinkia- 
ng Province to a few miles no- 
rth of Pakistan’s capital of Is- 
lamabad. 

Thus China will get a “back- 
door” access to the troubled 
Middle East and Africa as well 
as a much quicker route to the 
West. 

The twisting rooftop high- 
way, which climbs 15,000 feet 
(4,570 metres) over the Khun- 
jrab pass, carved out of the 
walls of mountains and cros- 
sing swirling torrents fed by 
the surrounding glaciers, will 
speed goods and equipment to- 
wards Karachi port for trans- 
shipment. 

The highway, dubbed by so- 
me the “silk route,” opens up 
areas of Pakistan so remote 
from accepted amenities of 
civilisation that the occasional 
hardy traveller is besieged by 


villagers grateful for a few as- 
pirin tablets. 

The highway has perhaps 
gained in strategic importan- 
ce through China's recent de- 
monstration of interest in Af- 
rica's trouble spots. 

Its opening, after 20 years 
of labour during which much 
of the explosive and supplies 
could get through only on the 
backs of porters, also comes at 
a convenient time for Pakis- 
tan. 

It is seen as strengthening 
Chinese influence here at a ri- 
me when Pakistan is concer- 
ned about the Soviet Union’s 
next step after the successful 
pro-communist coup in neigh- 
bouring Afghanistan. 

The Soviet Union is repor- 
ted to have sent signals to 
Pakistan that >t would like it 
to adopt a more pro-Moscow 
foreign policy. 

“One of the Soviet Union’s 
main aims here has been to 
lessen the grip of Chinese inf- 
luence and there is no doubt 
it would have preferred it if 
the highway had not been bu- 
ilt.” one Western intelligence 
source said.

I OPEC and everybody jumped in, 
but it was only a contributor, not a 
cause of the rise." 

Last year foreigners tripled 
their new purchases of Treasury 
bonds and notes to 22.8 billion 
dollars and continued buying into 
1978. 

Is this trend good for America? 
Mr. Berger says it’s hard to say. 

"In some cases, they may buy 
out an existing firm but may add 
something, like new technology,” 
he said. "Usually they create 
incentives to competition and. 
provide tax revenues." 

For "example, he said, Vol- 
kswagen may have aided the U.S. 
economy by building a plant here 
rather than selling Americans cars 
built in West Germany. 

Foreigners often are surprised 
to find few restrictions on U.S. 
purchases, be said. The limits 
involve national security indus- 
tries, containerised shipping, min- 
ing, communications and aviation. 

Mr. Berger cited three reasons 
for increased investment in the 
U.S.: 

—Labor costs are rising faster in 
some other countries than here. 

—The declining dollar has made 
such investing more profitable. 

—Fear of government inter- 
ference elsewhere makes it attrac- 
tive. 

He said the 1974 oil price 
increases had little effect on the 
upward trend, although that was 
when Congress became concerned 
about it. 

No one knows bow much U.S 
land, particularly farm land fore- 
igners own.
